The
most important chongo in the bill was that
restoring the old system of making appro-
priations for the charitles of the district and
striking out the lump appropriation as made
by the house, The actlon of the senate
committen 18 In accord with that first taken
by the Louse commlittes on appropriations,

Houxe

which caused the bill after It ‘was
about completed in the housge ta  be
recommitted. When 1t was again reported

it wag with a provision placing all the appro-
printions for charity of the district in the
hands of the commissioners, in which form
it passed, The action of the house was
based upon the theory that the charitable in-
stitutions wers sectarlnn In character, The
bill ag agreed upon will recommend that the
pame appropriation ba made for the varlous
Inatitutions that wers made lnst year,

The committes made a proviso that “‘no
part of the money appropriated for charities
shiull he pald for the purpose of malntaining
or alding by payment for services or expenses
or otherwise, any church or religlous denomi-
notlon.'*  The committes also recommended
the appolntment of a joint committes com-
posed of three repregentatlves to inyestigate
the district charity institutlons, if any, of
money appropriations for tlhem, to the sup-
port of cliurch and religlous denominations,

Tha bill as reported to the committes cars
ries an aggrogate approprintion of $6.061.-
8108, a net Increase over the total appropria-
tion as the bill pasged the house of §$1,542.-
038,

WASHINGTON, May 8. —QGovernor Mac-
Corkle of West Virginln appeared before the
house committee on commerco today to ad-
vocate the construction of the Niearaguan
canal. He speke In Lshalf of the coal
Interests of his own and adfacent states,
deslnring that the sectlion he representesd
would bLe abls to eontral the ecoal markets
of the Pacific coast, of North and Sonth
Ameriea with the shipping faciiities which
would e afforded by the canal, At prosent all
coal used on the Pacific coast, ho stated, is
mined In Australla, Japan and Vancouver.
He predicted thap with the advancement of
the Japansge they would menopolize the coal
truginess of the const, unless the canal
ghould be bublt, when the frelght rates would
enable West Virginla to undersell the Jap-
anese,

WASHINGTON, May 8.—The rivers and

harbors bill was complstad In the senate
today, with the exceptlon of the Item for
a doep =en harbor on the Paofie coast. This |

rrousad Keen opposition, the two Ualifornia
sunators opposlng the prop #ed contrict ap-
proprintion of $23.008000 for a harbor at
Santa Monlea bay, on the grotnd that it Is
n project foaterad by the Southern Pacifie
a# ngalngt publle sentiment and the recom-
mendations of twg boirds of Army enginoers.
Mr. White of California commoented on the
pxtraordinary conditions by which the com-
merce committes of the seppte was forcing
an appropriation on & state again#t the
winhes of Its senators, reprosentatives and
peenta,

With the bond question out of the way,
the senate gave Iis attentlon to the acoumu-

lation of minor meavurcs before golng on
with the river and hatbor bill,
Mr. Mitohell gave notice that when the

last appropriation bill was passed e would
proos the Joint resolution for the election of
sonators by the poople, not for the =ake of
hnving further speeches, but of actually
adopting the reaolution,

A hil was adopted authorizing the Sloux
City & Omuhn Raliroad company to constrict
# rallway through the Omaha and Whoe
bago reservation (n Thuorstop county, Ne-
braska; to establish a classification Myision
in the Unlted States patent offlee; granting
permimaion for thy erection of a mapuiment
at Washington In honor of Samue]l Hahnes
mann and appropriating $4,000 for a founda-
tion,

The LI for the erection of a bridge across
the Detroit river at Detrolt was posiponed
untll next s=es:zion, on the requeat of Mr
Sherman and the assent of the Michigan
senntors, Mr. Sherman  stated  that there
wonld be strong oppoaition.

The river and harbor bill was then taker
.,

The amount for the Bloux City reveiments
of the Miseouri river was Inereased [rom
10,000 to EH0,000,

On a point of order by Mr. Gorman, the
committee amendment was struck ont, pro-
viding that all person= employed on river
and harbor works shall be selocted and hired
by the oficers of the eorps of engineers in
local charge of those works In order that
the oMeera may bo held to n strict responsi-
bility for the proper execution of the work
in their chargs,

The following Individual amendmenta were
made: By Mr. Gray, to permit retired army
offflcers to engapge in river and harbor works;
by Mr. Carter, republican of Minlana, for a
dam across the upper Milssouri river at
Stubby Ferry to develop water power; by
Mr. Lodge, republican of Maszachusetis, for
a survey of Portland channel, Alaska.

WHITE USES A MAP.

This dispozed of the entire bill except the
reserved amendment for a deep water har-
bhor at Port Los Angeles, In Banta Monlea
bay, Californin, and authorizing contracts
aggreguting $£2,008,000 for the work., A vig-
arous contest was promlsed on this Item, the
two Callfornia eenators, Mr, White and Mr.
Perkine, belng opposed to it. Mr, White
offered an amendment for the ereation of a
board of three oflicers to report on the rela-
tive merita of Santa Monlca bay and of fan
Pedro harbor for the purpose of a deep water
harbor. Latrge easels were brought into the
senate and maps of the Pacifie coast placed
on them., With pointer In hand, Mr. White
then proceeded to polat out the main polnts
of the conteat.

The senator sald the peoplé of the const
wanted a good, deep water harbor.  Most
of the harbors were poor ones, That at
San Dlego was too remote for a large ele-
ment of the commerce, Thiz demand for
better harbor facilities led to the develop-
ment of the Santa Monlea project, amd Sen-
ator Jorvs of Nevada bollt a rallroad from
Loa Angelea to Santa Monlew, with n view
to' ultlmate easterm  extenslon, But  the
rogd fell Into the hands of the Southern
Pacific company. Mr. White then pointed
out that a board of army enginesrs haod
recommended San Pedro as the desiralile
polnt for a harbor, and that his recom-
mendation was endorsed by Chlef Engineer
Cusey,

Objection was made to this report, and
through the afforts of Senator Frye another
board, headed by the present chlef of engl-

necrs, was apnointsd, Three polnte—Re-
dondo, Santa Monlea and San Pedro—con-
tended before this board, each element being

ably representsd, the Southern Pacific rail-
woy belng represented by one of the hest
lawyers in Californin.

This board, made up of elght of the fore-
most englneers of tha servies, recommaonded
San Padro harbor,  When this report came
before congress nothing was done, The
fight in behalf of Banta Monlea was stlll
on, as though no report had been made,
Mr. White traced In great detall the hls-
tory of the subject, Taking up tho present
status, Mr., White urged that the twa Cali-
fornia senators, and the representatives from
the Sixth California distriet, did not ask for
the amendment. Inserted in the bill for a
harbor at Santa Monlea, eyl sald the over-
whelming sentiment of the people of the
locallty was aganist it,

Mr, White commented on  the "extra-
ordinary and pecullar’ conditlons by which
the sanators and local representatives from
California were not consulted as to the pro-
posed appropriation, It indieated that “some
pxtraordinary influence’ had been brought
to hear, The senator commented on the
“persistency of the Southern Paclfic rallway,”
and declared that this pccounted for the ex-
traordinary action,

GIFT UNASKED IMOR.

Mr. White spoke of the surprise with
wlileh he learned that the paragraph for the
Santa Monlea approprintion had setually been
printed for incorporstion In the river and
harbor bilL, although the understanding hud
boen reached that there should be no nppro-
priation beyond that for the inner harbor at
Ban Pedro. “So that my state stands on
higher grounda that other states oveupy,”
gald Mr. White, "Bome states are forced to
pollelt appropriaticns, but In my case they
come unsolieited and anwarranted.”
